O.ympic.—If novelty be the test of success then must this establish- 
ment be indeed prosperous. The lessee has this week produced two more 
successful pieces, and the houses, good at first, have been crowded at 
second price. The performances this week consist of a new Domestic 
Drama, in two acts, called Zost and Won, Mark Lemon’s Farce of The 
Little Gipsey, (in which Miss Fortescue appears to great advantage, ) 
the Farce of The Two Jack Sheppards, and a Burlesque called //s 
Amores La Gileso Scroggini é Molli Brownini, which high sounding 
title it is unnecessary for us to translate. The first piece contains some 
very good writing, sometimes rising to a poetic character, and though it 
has not much pretension to plot, the story is simple and affecting, and 
being well acted, it is likely to have a successful run. Master Leyton, 
(Baker,) having, through unfounded jealousy, and the duplicity of a sup- 
posed friend, separated from his wife, (Miss Fortescue,) becomes 
soon after blind, and she being still devotedly attached to him, engages 
herself as his nurse, in which character he reveals to her his unalterable 
attachment to his wife, whose innocence is effectually established. The 
other new piece, the Burlesque, is entertaining, though its jokes partake. 
to a certain extent, of what may be denominated slang. Some of the 
parodies told extremely well, and a duet by Wild and T. Lee was loudly 
encored. Miss Le Batt is quite aw fait to stage business, and with a 
little more restraint, would be a good singer. Mr. Wild is a genuine co- 
median, with a rich unctuous humour, his fun flows naturally, and his 
acting is off hand and pleasant. Mr. Brooks represented a firm devotee 
to Bacchus in three out of the four pieces, and, to do him justice, it ap- 
pears quite natural to him. There were some good passing hits, in the 
afterpieces, against the German shop, and the Italian warehouse, and 
Wild, as Molly Brown, convulsed the audience with laughter. Another 
new Farce is announced for Monday next, by Fitzball, called The April 
fool, upon which we shall not fail to report.
